Claim Rejection - 35 USC § 1 12 

Claims 1-15 are rejected under 35 ILS.C. § 1 12, second paragraph, as being indefinite. 

The Office Action contends that the recitation of the terms "substantially coincident" 
renders the claims indefinite. Applicant respectfully disagrees. 

The phrase "substantially coincident" is perfectly clear. One of ordinary skill in the art 
would readily understand what is meant by "substantially coincident" when reading the claim 
language. Moreover, as held by the Federal Circuit, the limitation 'Vhich produces 
substantially equal E and H plane illumination patterns" was definite because one of ordinary
